Replacement items include: $739,800 for 28 vehicles and associated accessories; $2,000 for furniture;
$103,800 to replace lab equipment; $144,800 for computers with monitors and associated equipment;
$20,000 for conference room audio and video equipment; and $149,000 for four trailers, for a total of
$1,152,400.
